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PORMfORD 


The  loT/a  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit  of  a  na- 
tion-va.de  organization  which  is  entrusted  with  the  responsibility  of  operating 
a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  Division  of  Agricultural 
Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  lovra  State  Department  of  Agriculture  working 
in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture.     The  year  1939  marked  the  one-hundredth  anniversary 
of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture  in  the  United  States, 

The  general  progrejn  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is 
to  meet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  an  historical  nature 
and  for  current  statistical  info  riiio.xiion  of  agr  i cultural  production  in  Iowa 
and  the  United  States, 

In  recent  years,  there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultural 
organizations,  commercial  interests,,  teachers,  legislators,  and  county.  State 
and  governmental  agencies  for  cgricultm-al  data  showing  the  trends  of  change 
in  coimties.    Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  m.aJce  available  data  for  each 
county  over  an  extended  period  of  time*     So  virgent  is  the  need  for  county  data 
that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  information  at  considerable  cost. 
It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this  series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
8jid  Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  1-Iormm  Y»  Strand, 
State-Tri.de  Tfork  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Economics 
and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on  Official 
Project  65-1-72-155  of  the  ITork  Projects  Administration,     Official  Project 
665-72-3-5G  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  25  and  27. 

The  loT/a  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  preparation 
of  the  m.aterials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the  Iowa 
Agricultiiral  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in  this 
series.    Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  officials  v;ho  . 
collect  data  on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  under  the  Iowa  laws,  lYith- 
out  these  data  by  townships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics 
would  be  less  acc\irate  and  less  complete.

IOWA  AGRICULTURAL  STATISTICS  -  DELAWARE  COUIITY 


Delaware  County,  originally  part  of  Dubuque  County,  was  established  on 
December  21,  1837,  and  named  for  the  State  of  Delaware.  For  a  time,  it  was 
attached  to  Dubuque  County  for  judicial  and  administrative  purposes.  \J 

TJilliam  Bennett  made  the  first  settlement  in  1836  at  a  place  later  known 
as  Eagle  Grove.  The  next  year  several  men  with  their  families  took  claims  at 
Scotch  Grove  and  in  1838  Joel  Bailey  and  John  Keeler  settled  at  Bailey^s  Ford 
on  the  liaquoketa  River, 

The  county  Y^ras  formally  organized  in  1841,  On  April  5,  1842,  the  county 
seat  vj-as  located  at  a  place  named  Delhi,  Manchester  later  became  the  county- 
seat* 

A  United  States  Fish  Hatchery  is  located  about  five  miles  southeast  of 
Manchester,     The  Holbert  Horse  Farm,  a  nationally  knoTO  thoroughbred  horse 
breeding  farm,  is  located  just  north  of  Greeley,  zj 

The  first  railroad  built  in  the  county  was  the  Dubuque  and  Pacific  Road. 
It  later  Tfas  Icnovm  as  the  Dubuque  and  Sioixx  City  Railroad  and  is  now  a  part 
of  the  Illinois  Central  System.  3^ 

Area 

Delaware  County  is  approximately  24  miles  square,  embracing  571  square 
miles,  or  365,440  acres,  4/    Of  this  number,  351,921  acres  are  listed  as  farm 
lands,  5/    It  ranks  thirty-second  in  point  of  size  in  the  State,  sharing  this 
place  Tri-th  Buena  Vista  and  Carroll  counties. 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Delaware  County  are  grouped  into  5  classes  according  to 
their  origin  and  location;  namely,  drift,  loess,  terrace,  swam.p  and  bottom- 
land, and  residual.     The  drift  soils  cover  58,2  percent  of  the  coxinty  and  are 
divided  into  Carrington  loams — 4382  percent,  Clyde  silt  loam— 9»6  percent, 
Lindley  sandy  loam — 3,2  percent,  Shelby  sandy  loam — 2,1  percent,  and  Thurston 
sandy  loam— 0,1  percent.     The  loess  soils  cover  29,7  percent  of  the  surface

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and  are  divided  into  Tama  silt  loams — 14,9  percent,  Clinton  silt  loams — ^11. 9 
percent,  Dod^eville  loams — 2.0  percent,  Fayette  silt  losm — 0.6  percent,  and 
Clinton  very  fine  sandy  loam— =0,3  percent.     The  terrace  soils  cover  5,7  per- 
cent of  the  area  and  are  di\-ided  into  O'lTeill  sandy  loam.s — 4,8  percent,  ITauke- 
sha  silt  loem~0.6  percent,  Bremer  silt  loam — 0.2  percent,  and  Judson  loamy 
sand'-- 0.1  percent.     The  swamp  and  bottom-land  soils  cover  6.1  percent  of  the 
surface  ejnd  are  divided  into  Tfabash  loaias — 4.1  percent,  Cass  loam— -l*!  percent, 
Genesee  fine  sandy  loam--0,8  percent,  and  peat — 0.1  percent.     The  residual 
soil,  G-asconade  loam,   covers  0.3  percent  of  the  area.  6/ 

Topography 

There  arc  two  main  topographical  divisions  of  Delaware  County,     The  first 
division  occupies  approximately  the  southvfest  two-'thirds  of  the  coujaty.     It  is 
in  the  lovmn  drift  area  and  consiats  of  a  broad  plain  marked  by  gentl^^  rounded 
eminences  and  broad  swales,  v;hich  extend  throughout  the  uplandso    There  is  no 
well  developed  drainage  in  this  aroa# 

The  second  division  lies  er.st  of  a  line  rimning  southeasterly  from  the 
northwestern  corner  of  Elk  To"F/nship  to  the  southwestern  comer  of  Eromen  Tovm- 
ship.     This  is  the  loessial  area  and  is  characterized  by  ridges  and  nc^rrow 
valleys"  on-d  is  well  drained.     The  drainage  of  the  co^anty  is  accompliscd  chief- 
ly by  the  Ilaquoketa  River  cjid  its  tributaries,  vj-hich  flow  in  a  southeasterly 
direction,  7/ 

Climate 

The  average  temperature  for  10  years  (1930-1939)  v/as  46,6  degrees,  s/ 
The  average  precipitation  for  76  years  (1854-1930)  was  33.53  inches^,  and""the 
groTdng  season  averaged  155  days  betv-reen  the  killing  frost  dates  of  Hay  3  and 
October  5,  recorded  from  1901  to  1930.  9/ 

Population 

The  territorial  census  of  1340  listed  only  168  inhabitants  in  this  coun- 
ty. Since  then,  there  has  been  a  steady  and  substantial  groTv't;h  in  population 
and  in  1930  there  were  about  32  persons  per  square  mile,  as  compajred  x/ith  the 
State  density  of  44.

;  Cooperatives 

In  1937  there  were  12  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this  coun- 
ty-"9  creameries,  1  petroleiun  plant  and  2  merchandise  establishments. 

As  a  vyhole, .  they  had  1,811  members,  of  ^vhich  1,590  were  active,  and  2,859 
persons  did  business  vd-th  the  12  concerns.     The  selling  cooperatives  had  a 
business  volume  of  ■|lj244,  782  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  transacted 
0238,183  worth  of  businesso 

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other 
function  exclusively.     Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  commodities  for 
distribution  to  their  members  and  patrons,  and  selling  cooperatiTes  market 
farm  commodities  for  their  members  and  patrons,  15/

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Fruit 

The  greatest  n-umber  of  apple  trees,  36,824,  was  recorded  in  1874,  but  the 
greatest  crop;,  15,960  bushels,  vra.s  listed  in  1954^     In  1934,  the  record  year 
for  pluns,  4,284  trees  and  2,063  bushels  vrere  reported*     There  xrere  2,600  cher- 
ry trees  in  1909  and  447  bushels  in  1954,     These  were  the  years  of  greatest 
numbers  and  greatest  production,  respectively*     The  greatest  production  of 
grapes,  29,075  pounds,  occurred  in  1894,  16/ 

Wote  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  brealcdovm  for  corn  acreage  is  as  follov;-s: 
(1)  all  corn,  (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,  (3)  corn  cut  for  silage,  (4)  corn  cut 
for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off,  A  total  production  is  given  for  each  farm 
v/hich  includes  only  that  actually  husked.  In  getting  county  totals  of  produc- 
tion, the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  by  the  yield  (derived 
by  dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  and  added  to  sum- 
mations of  individual  farm,  productions  shovm  as  husked.  This  assumes  that 
acreage  not  husked  would  have  produced  the  same  yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  1934  and  1936,  both  poor  crop  years,  separate  estimations  of  corn 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  by  the  State  assessors'  office  because 
it  was  felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  Tz-ould  select  their  best  acreages  for 
husking  and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  a  different  and  lower 
yield.     This  separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not 
husked  and  tho  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  was  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  toivnships.     The  tovmship  yields 
for  these  tiro  years,  then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based  only  on  acre- 
age husked  for  grain  cjid  bushels  hixsked«     The  total  corn  acreage  is'  shovm  by 
tov.Tiship  vrith  this  yield,   and  rjiy  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acreage  shoxvn 
to  get  total  production  vfill  result  in  a  too  high  figure.     The  county  summary 
table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1936  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer 
yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  aad  these  yields  may  legitimately  be  multi- 
plied by  the  acreages  shown  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  tovmship  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  and  acreage  figures  sho^m  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  assumed 
to  be  eqtial  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  tovmship  yields  are, 
therefore,   consistent  in  all  years  except  1934  and  1936,
